cealed. The Rev. Dr. Tucker tells us that the 
siege of Rome and the military restoration of the 
Pope were very good things; but Louis Napoleon 
is not entitled to the merit of them; “ They had to 
“thank for it a man with Celtic blood in his veins, 


é“ Cavaignac, which of course is Kavanagh, then 


“ President of the Republic.” The Rev. Mr. Scan- 
lan “laments the victory of Magenta, and was sorry 
“that one who had Irish blood - in his veins should 
“ be identified with a result so inauspicious.” The 
same gentleman informs Napoleon that “ the Pope 
“ would continue to rule in Rome with all his pres- 
“ tige and influence when the summer's tide would 
“have easy ebb and flow over the ruins of 
“Cherbourg.” ‘The quarrel is really a very pretty 
quarrel as it stands. 

It strikes us that all these meetings are intended, 
not to persuade Protestants, but to coerce Roman 
Catholic:. We fully expected that the Roman Ca- 
tholic clergy to a man, and some of the laity, influ- 
enced by them, would condole with the Pope. Nay, 
they have good right and reason to lament the fall 
of the Papacy. That Irish Bishop obtains a great 
deal of importance who receives his appointment and 
directions for his conduct from a Sovereign Prince. 
Besides, if the States of the Church are the ¥ested 
right of the Clergy, of course they are justified in’ 
endeavouring toretain them. It is something, after 
all, to be a rulerin prospective. Even they who are 
unwilling to butcher men are not averse to possess the 
power. Nay, more: young men, ardent and en- 
thusiastic, older men who are tinged with a sort of 
antiquarian superstition, and others who have sub- 
stituted fanaticism for religion, readily and heartily 
join the movement. It is quite a touching historical 
picture. A very old man, no doubt with the best 
intentions, seated on a ricketty throne, which, one 
way or other, has been spliced, buttressed, and scaf- 
folded for several centuries. He has ruled his people 
so benevoiently that they will have none of him. 
Austrian bayonets on one side, and French bayonets 
on the other, have hedged him round. It is something 
to excite sympathy to witness, day by day, the 
gradual crumble of so ancient a despotism as this. 

But, after all, the.real objects of the meetings 
are to compel the Irish representatives—we cite 
the words of Bishop Gilooly---“to direct the 
“English representative at the approaching Con- 
“gress To protect the interests of the Holy 
“Father;” in other words, to go to war with 
France to re-establish the Papacy. . This is 
going pretty far. The O’Donohue, one of the 
two live M.P.’s who scorn the hint of the Soli- 
citor-General, goes further: he directs his au- 
dience to “ Persevere to the end, until you have 
“secured for the Irish nation a potential voice 
“in the Councils of the State.’ Sympathy 
with the Pope, then, means the coerced restora- 
tion of the Pope, and an Irish potential voice 
in the Council of State. One man alone 
saw the hopelessness of such a course 
and chanted adolorous Jeremiaid. Mr. John Irwin, 
J.P., lamented “that at the late meeting of Irish 
“ members in Dublin, only ten or eleven were pre- 
“sent; one refused to agree to the resolution in 
“ favour of the Pope,” and calls that “a melancholy 
“ spectacle.” The Earl of Fingal, also, one of the 
requisitionists of the Meath meeting, refused to at- 
tend. “ He had signed the requisition on the assur- 
“ ance that the sole object of the meeting was to ex- 
“press sympathy with the Pope, but he could not 
“but disapprove of the severity of the earlier 
“resolutions, which appeared to him to go 
“ beyond the legitimate object for which the meeting 
“ was originally convened.” Such, also, we are sute, 
are the senti:nents of the great majority of the edu- 
cated Roman Catholic laity. -Intemperance of lan- 
guage never benefits a cause. To call Victor Emma- 
nuel Barabbas, to designate the Church Establishment 
as a nuisance, to dig up the bones of old penal hws 
and dangle them before the audience, to call our Go- 
vernment the cause of all the Pope’s woes, is simply 
to turn a mecting for sympathy into a school for yio- 
lence,and it is with ne small anxiety we see thatjour 
city is again to be agitated by a similar display. 

These meetings will not restore the Pope, but 
they may, and are, creating hostility between man 
and man, and reviving old party feuds. A gradual 
estrangement is noticed, by those who know our 
city well, between the Protestant and the Roman 
Catholic. The latter believe that something more 
is on foot than mere sympathy. They have be- 
come silent, morose, insolent, and threatening. Ot 
course, we exclude all respectable Roman Catholics ; 
they, as far as they dared, have joined with their 
Protestant brethren. But we can, from our éwn 
knowledge, assert that these intemperate meetings 
have created more dissension between class and dass 
than we believed to be possible.

We are not, however, offering these remarks in excul- 
pation of so dis an outrage. It is an old saying. 
that an army without discipline is a mob, and we might 
add that it is someth'ng far worse ; it is a mob accus- 
tomed to the use of deaily weapons, and taught to re- 
sort to such instruments of offence. Fighting is a sol- 
dier’s trade, and the men of the 24th, in their savage hu- 
mour, took up their rifles as ordinary combatants might 
clench their fists. It is against this danger that mili- 
tary discipline must provide. The quarrels of soldiers, 
whether with civilians or each other, are always 
fierce, and often sanguinary. Considering the great 
increase wf troops at .home, and the number of 
battalions now in country quarters, we cannot 
say that affrays of this character have been 
frequent, but the contingency is always more or less 

robable, and should be guarded’ against accordingly. 

he very esprit de corps, which is so valuable an cle- 
ment in a soldier’s training, becomes in this respect a 
dangerous sentiment, for it tends to encourage vindic- 
tiveness and to perpetuate feuds. Every man feels 
interested in the honour and credit of his corps, and all 
feel offended in the offence offered to one. The conse- 
quence is that an accidental difference or a passing quar- 
rel becomes enlarged to the dimensions of a standing 
contest. A soldier who has been affronted com- 
municates tlre matter to his comrades, who, with 
the sympathies and pugnacity of their profession, 
are but too ready to embrace his cause. A simi- 
lar grievance is established and ‘similar designs are 
conceived on the other side, until, presently, both parties 
are prepared for a bodily encounter on every occasion 
of casual meeting. There is no cure, in fact, for the 
mischief except separation and removal. If the soldiers 
and townspeople of a garrison have quarrelled, the 
soldiers must be moved, or the strife will be maintained 
with the tenacity and persistence of a clannish feud. 
Already, indeed, in the case before us, the 24th, it is said, 
have received orders to march to fresh quarters, and 
thus the quarrel may soon die out. Such a measure 
was doubtless indispensable, but we should deeply regret 
to learn that this unfortunate affair had been allowed to 
produce any general ill-feeling between the Militiaand the 
Line. It has recently been a source of great satisfaction 
that our Militia regiments have proved so effective. 
The embodied battalions of this force have shown 
a steadiness of discipline not inferior to that of the 
best regular troops, and it is the very height of absur- 
dity to conceive that these two branches of the service 
should entertain a jealousy of each other. Facts, 
however, must be taken as we find them, and the 
utmost care should be used to avert a danger which, 
from the very nature of the case, must always exist. 
When men are raised, trained, and organised for the 
express purpose of fighting and supporting each other 
in combat, they will occasionally be apt to pick quarrels 
and to fight side by side from the mere instinct of their 
profession. That much can be done by discipline and 
vigilance to obviate this mischief is evident from the 
good order generally maintained, but that there is still 
room for more to be done is what we must needs con- 
clude from the incidents of the Aldershott riot.

The Daily News on the late John Brown and 
American Slavery:-- 

The reason why the deeper and more earnest feelings 
of hatred to Slavery which the execution of John Brown 
kindled in the Northern States of the American Union 
is not dying out but increasing in intensity is, that the 
citizens from the first distinguished between the generous 
motives of that heroic old man and the calamitous mis- 
take he made when he chose insurrection as a means 
of attaining his wishes for the liberation of the 
African. The apologists of American Slavery in this 
country, who represent the New Englanders as desiring 
those consequences which they see, but which Brown 
did not see, must have followed his success, have the 
means of knowing that the assertion is entirely un- 
founded. The intelligence of that rising was received 
by the true friends of the negro throughout the North 
with profound regret. It was seen at once that the 
best thing that could happen for the cause of liberation 
was the prompt suppression of that movement. It isa 
senseless“ calumny which the advocates of Slavery, 
whether in Virginia or Middlesex,futter when they pre- 
tend that the North wishes to see fire and slaughter 
carried into the homes of the white people in the South. 
We are at a loss to conceive what cause is to be served 
by these assertions. Made at Richmond or at Washing- 
ton, they are explained by the medium of excited party 
feeling with which every occurrence is viewed ; but 
how an English journalist can sit down and write 
such libellous nonsense we cannot for the life of us 
imagine. 

But let us not be misunderstood. If the North re- 
gretted John Brown’s enterprise, and could not wish 
him godspeed, it was not for any tenderness to slave- 
holders. The man who holds his fellow-man in slavery, 
treats him as a chattel, breeds from him with as little 
regard for marriage ties as if he were an animal—is a 
moral outlaw ; society may find, or fancy it finds, its 
interest in protecting his life and his “property” b 
penal laws, but it does so at its own peril. Before long 
a certain retribution overtakes it. In all ages of the 
world men have acknowledged rights which are older 
than civil society, and immutable; John Brown 
rose to vindicate those rights on behalf of the help- 
less slave, and when, having failed in his endeavours, 
he had to listen to his fate from the judges 
of Virginia, the condemnation of that court was to him 
as the idlewind. He knew that there isno power in human 
society, no trick of convoking assemblies and making 
laws, and dressing up magistrates and judges, which 
can make it wrong to strike down a slavehbolder in or- 
der to set his prisoners free. So far the North sympa- 
thised with him, and will sympathise, as 
long as there is a preacher to proclaim that 
God has made of one blood all the nations of the 
earth, as leng as there ao teachers to affirm that 
man made in the image God has a divine right and 
title to liberty. It is a disgraceful abuse of language to 
talk about the “ wickedness” of John Brown’s attempt 
against the slaveholders. Morals cease when slave 
begins. Conventional manners,or spurious religious senti- 
ment, or contract to live by certain rules, there may be; 
but how talk of morals when the first duty of man to 
man is set at nought with daring iniquity ? John 
Brown before he dicd saw that he had acted wrongly in 


the hubbub which the South is making at Washington, 
after cutting an exceedingly ridiculous figure at home, 
is made to bully the North into tolerating and protecting 
it a little longer in its master crime. Why should the 
North make itself the accomplice in the perpetuation of 
Slavery? Why, above all, should we declare that our 
credit or interest is concerned in the maintenance of a 
domination which can never be anything but hateful to 
freemen? When we are told that as Englishmen, feel-

the >? but whether th? policy there indicated 
will be the poli of the French Government in the Coin: 
gress. Thetone of the semi-official French press shows 
that the pamphlet emanates, in some way or othtr, di- 
rectly or indirectly, from Louis Napéleon himself. To- 
day wehave a report, by way of Vienna, that Count 
Walewski disclaims all sympathy with the pamphlet, and 
intimates that as long as he is at the head of the French 
Government the policy of the pamphlet will not be 
adopted. This may foreshadow a change of Ministry 
in France. If it brought back to office Drouyn de 
Lhuys, the most able, the most honest, and the most 
Liberal Minister Louis Napoleon ever had, it wevld be 
an immense advantage. We see in the “ warning” 
given to Louis Veuillot, for attempting to get up a 
movement for addresses to the Pope, a broad hint tha 
there is in power in France a man who will not to'erate 
any sedition, eventhough bishops preach it. The Reman 
Catholic bishops of Ireland, and their new allies, the 
insane Young Irelanders, may ponder well on the sugges- 
tive fact that, were they French subjects, they shou!d 
not dare to get up a single meeting or a single petition 
to the Pope. This incident may teach them some gra- 
titude to that British Constitution they so heartily abuse. 
The success of the Cornhill Magazine is thé great 
literary fact of the day. The sale of the first number 
has ‘been immense—some say 70,000 copies have been 
already sold. The matter of the magazine is really ex- 
cellent, and the shilling’s worth is splendid. The 
number opens with a new story from the pleasant pen 
of your countryman, Antony Trollope, who is, at the 
same time, high in the civil service, and high in the 
ranks of literature, (En passant, 1 know of no 
pleasanter life than that of this gentleman: he is sent 
to the West Indies on official business, and straightway 
he writes a sparkling book on the topic, and makes 
money both ways.) The story by Thackeray himself isin 
the old style—a style, perhaps, a little too old—protesting 
that human nature is human nature, that no one is quite 
good and no one is quite bad, and that we all have our 
faults and vices, and are all “much of a muchness” in 
every respect. One gets rather tired of this kind of 
philosophy (perhaps quite true), when it is preached so 
very often. When the preacher gets a large salary for 
preaching it, it is however, worth his while. Thackeray, 
I know, on the best authority, gets £350 a month for 
editing the Cornhill Magazine. He isalso bound for this 
money to write a monthly part of a continuous story, 
and to write some eight or ten pages of an essay. The 
monthly part of the story will not be more than one- 
half the Virginians, so that the work, exclusive of the 
editorship, will not be very difficult. Four thousand 
two hundred a year for literary work iscertainly princely 
pay, and contrasts well with the prices in old times of 
the old race of Grub-street authors. I heard the other 
day that in ten years Bradbury and Evans paid Charles 
Dickens (for his new writingsand on account of his interest 
in the older books) £70,000, which gave him an income 
of £7,000 a year—a salary largerthan that paid to the 
Premier. 
The contest for supremacy in the pantomimes lies be- 
tween— 
é The houses twain 
Of Covent Garden and of Drury-lane,” 
and the rivalry lies almost entirely in the scenery. In- 
deed, of late years this has been almost the only real 
good thing about the pantomimes ; if neither witty nor 
humorous, they are at least, an excuse for very beautiful 
scenery. In the Drury-lane pantomime, the best scene 
is one called “The Grotto of the Pixies.” It is a cavern 
with bright stalactites hanging from the roof. By some 
ingenious management of mirrors and perspective 
painting it seems to stretch back nearly a mile long, and 
the whole effect is singularly beautiful. The transfor- 
mation scene of the Covent Garden pantomime is a grove 
of golden palm trees, looking very dazzling and wonder- 


ful, but it has not the fairy-like beauty of the Drury-lane 


scene. The dialogue in all the pantomimes indicates that 
the chance of an invasion and the Volunteer movement 
are stillthe uppermost topics of the day. At Covent 
Garden, the ballet girls, who have been very well drilled, 
zo through a number of military exercises.

“Sint ut 
‘sunt aut non sint,” said the general of the Jesuits, when 
he opposed the reform of his order. “ Sit ut est aut non 
sit,” repeats the Court of Rome when they talk to it 
about modifying its constitution. 
| To these considerations, deduced from the intrinsic 
nature of Popish religion, if we add the theological doc- 
trine of the school represented in France by the Univers, 
which unquestionably represents the immense majority 
of the clergy, we shall see how much there is that is 
chimerical in the pretension, avowed by the author of 
ithe pamphlet, to reconcile the two powers, This 
school has exaggerated the nature and influence of the 
Pope, to the extent of rendering all distinction between 
‘these powers impossible. It has substituted for Chris- 
tianity a politico-religious Popeism, which has made in- 
iextricable the confusion, already so great, between what 
lis matter of faith, and what is given up to free discus- 
sion. Of the doctrine of infallibility, extended from 
pontiff to the prince, this school has destroyed the 
theory of divine right, and the absurd though logical 
consequence, that the prince, being the supreme author- 
ity in political matters, admits of no control. The ap- 
plication of these theological doctrines to the temporal 
power has produced the absolutism of the prince in 
litics, as naturally as it had produced the absolutism 
“i the Pope in religion. 
| The school we speak of has not halted midway. In- 
fallibility, given as a basis to the supreme authority, 
has been applied to the inferior authorities ; it has de- 
hcended from the Pope to the cardinals, from the cardi- 
als to the bishops, and from the bishops down to the 
"án officials. The Pope having been considered as a 
ligious prince, the prince has been considered as a 
ope. The consequence was clear : to touch the infal- 
libility of the Pope had been a heresy, to touch the 
uthority of the prince bas been a sacrilege. The 
ivine right has been considered as a dogma, and with 
he divine right the absolutism which is its most palpa- 
le and logical manifestation. 
| Absolutism being thus exalted to the rank ofa dogma, 
political questions have assumed a religious hue, and 
religious questions a political hue; the church has en-

ered into the government, and the government into the 
thurch. Liberalism, regarded as equally dangerous for 
prince and pontiff, has been anathematised, and thus 
the fatal prejudice has been disseminated, that freedom 
fi: the enemy of religion, and religion the enemy of free- 
om. In the meantime, liberal doctrines, in policy, 
philosophy, and religion, penetrating every mind, have 
transformed society. Rome, on the contrary, re- 
jecting all transformation, has ended by placing her- 
sel’ in flagraut hostility against society, losing all her 
fluence, and falling into isolation. The effects of this 
ivorce, visible throughout Europe, are especially re- 
arkable in the Roman State, where they reveal them- 
lves by insurrection and civil war.

Robinson), that is distinctly untrue. [A Voice—Prove 
it.] Iwill. The Act empowers the’ commissioners to 
contract with any party who has been in the habit of 
supplying the town with water ; and what is to prevent 
the commissioners from contracting at the same rate 
as before? ‘That is the natural course for them to take, 
and unquestionably they willdo that. [A Voice—He 
charges it himself to his own tenantry.]

DUNDALK MIDLAND STEAMPACKET 
COMPANY. 

On Tuesday a large and influential meeting of the 
shareholders in this company took place in Dundalk. 

N.T. Coleman, Esq., of Churchpark, having been 
called to the chair, briefly announced the object of the 
mecting, which was to hear the report of the liquidators 
who were appointed to wind up the atlairs of the com- 
pany, consequent on their amalgamation wite the Dun- 
dalk and Newry Steampacket Company. 

J. Latimer, Esq., of Drogheda, one of the liquidators 
appointed by the company, then came forward, and, in a 
long address, detailed the measures adopted by the 
liquidators. Tle said, that at the time they formed the 
amalgamation with the Dundalk Company, they owed 
£28,000, and could not possibly carry on the opposition 
any longer. 

A resolution was then proposed, approving of 
the arrangements made by the liquidators, which 
was carried with only one dissentent, after which a vote 
of thanks was passed to Mr. ‘Latimer for his valuable 
services, and another to the chairman, which concluded 
the business of the meeting. 


THE LAITY OF THE CILURCH OF ENGLAND. 

A report is published to-day of a meeting held “ last 
week” (the day is not given) at the Freemasons’ Hall, 
under the presideucy of Earl Nelson, to form “ The 
Church Institution,” which it was considered desirable 
to establish before the meeting of Parliament. It may 
be mentioned that during the last session of Parliament 
joint meetings of the clergy ard laity were held in Sion 
College (under the presidency of the Archdeacon of 
London) and elsewhere, at which 200 laymen of the 
Archdeaconry of London, and 300 of the Archdeaconry 
of Middlesex, making 500 for the diocese of London, 
were nominated by the clergy as consultees on church 
matters, and upon the recommendation of the laity of 
the Archdeaconry of Middlesex, the influential meet- 
ing over which Lord Nelson presided was convened. 

The noble Earl said it appeared to him that the plan 
now proposed for joint union of the clergy and laity in 
rural deanerics throughout the country, with a strong 
central representative organisation in London, would 
do more for the Church than any other plan that could 
be suggested could possibly accomplish. 

Mr. G. Howels Davies, the secretary,. read a brief 
report, which contained a brief record of the pro- 
ceedings of preliminary meetings, and set forth the 
names of a vast numberof the nobility, clergymen, and 
laymen, who had given in their adhesion to the princi- 
ples of the proposed association. 

Mr. Henry Hoare, the banker, moved the adoption of 
the report, and dwelt atsome length on the importance 
of oiganising the laily in the promotion of the great 
work of the Churcia. 

Mr. 'T. Ierskine seconded the motion for the adoption 
of the report, and it was unanimously agreed to, 

Mr. A. Beresford lope rose to move the following 
resolution :—* That this meeting rejoices to have heard 
from Mr. lfoare the cordial approval of the right rev. 
the bishops of the work of this institution, and considers 
that the progress made has been eminently satisfactory 
and encouraging.’’ Mr. Hope denounced the agitation 
against church-rates, and also the agitation against the 
Prayer-book. Le might be treading upon ground that 
might be dangerous, but he should be sorry to see such 
a body as they were now forming hesitate to come for- 
ward for the maintenance of the integrity of the existing 
Prayer-book. ‘This was a workin which high Church- 
men and Low Churehmen might join, and he was happy 
to say that two associations had been formed in London 
for the defence of the Prayer-Look : one at Sion College, 
which might be called the convocation of the clergy of 
London; and theother an organisation which had issued 
an address in which the names of High Churchmen and 
Low Churchmen appeared as having a common object 
on which they could join together. Such were the 
dangers from without and within which the members 
of the proposed association might fight against, Another 
thing they might resist was the proposal for tampering 
with the old marriage law of the land, and the breaking 
up of old domestic affections. 

Mr. J. G. Hubbard, M.P., in seeonding the resolution, 
said that no one could have heard the instructive, in- 
teresting, and admirable details which Mr. Hoare had 
given without being convinced that the Church of 
England owed much to his unwearied zeal. (Hear, 
hear.) He did not know ofa more harassing questicn 
than*this one of church-rates. He would state, with 
regard to this impost, that whereas the opposition which 
had been directed against church-rates had been un- 
masked by the publication ofthe evidence taken by the 
House of Lords, as it deprived the agitators of all 
motives of disinterestedness, they must not ignore the 
fact that there were a number of Dissenters from the 
Church who had a right to be excused. Church-rates 
could net now be called a burden upon property after 
the Braintree decision. (Cries of “No,no.”) He knew 
that it wasa disputed point. Ifthat were the case, 
how were they to escape from the difficulty ? His own 
opinion wasthat they should allow Dissenters to be 
emancipated from their lability upon a simple declara- 
tion of the fact, they at the same time having their 
tight tointerfere in the raising or disposal of money for 
Church purposes, and also their right to Church offices. 
(Hear, hear.) 

After some remarks from Mr. M‘Gregor, who thought 
there was not at present cohesion enough amongst 
Churchmen on the subject of church-rates to enable the 
association to deal definitely with it, 

The resolution was agreed to.

Many reflections might be made on this flagrant case, 
but the facts speak for themselves.

Steam Hamer ror Woorwicn Arernar.—For 
some time past a steam hammer, intended to be em- 
ployed in the forging of Armstrong guns in Woolwich 
Arsenal, has been in course of construction on the 
works of Messrs. R. Morrison and Co., QOuseburn. 
The apparatus, which is on the principal of the well- 
known patent possessed by the Messrs. Morrison, will 
be one of immense power. The hammer bar and face 
weigh four tons, and the cylinder in which this bar 
works with its glands within a a few hundredweicht of 
six tons, The cylinder is supported on two frames— 
each of nine tons—and each of these again rests ona 
bed-plate of the same weight. ‘Through these bed-plates 
projects the anvil, which is a mass of wrouglit iron, 
faced with steel, and embedded in an immense block of 
cast iron, weighing upwards of 21 tons. In the manage- 
ment of the hammer great perfection has been attained. 
The stroke can be given with a force exactly correspond- 
ing with the weight of the hammer ; while, on the one 
hand, this force can be diminished at pleasure ; or, on the 
other, greatly increased by the application of the propel- 
iing steam above or below the piston.°

Aruens IN THE Days or Sr. Pavit.—It would be 
almost impossible for the pen or pencil to present to the 
mind’s eye a perfect picture of ancient Athens—the 
most sublime and beautiful city of the anciert world. 
It was one vast pile of architectural magnificence. 
Wherever the eye turned it rested on some object of 
chaste beauty, a record of national pride or idolatrous 
worship. At the very entrance into the city, even as 
the traveller passed through the Periaic gate, he was 
met by marbled heroes or imaged gods. Immediately 
within the precincts of the city stood the temple of 
Ceres, wholly adorned by the works of the great Prax- 
iteles ; further on were grouped the sculptured forms of 
favourite gods, surrounding a sanctuary of Bacchus. 
To the left was a long collonnaded street, leading to the 
groves of the Academy. To the right was the Agora, 
wherein the poets and statesmen of Greece conceived 
their noblest enthusiasm ; for there, on every side, were 
memorials of a peerless past—statues of glorified gods 
anddeifiel heroes. Thither the Athenian fathers loved 
to bring their sons, and implant in their young minds 
the love of virtue, the desire to be great, that they, too, 
might win a place among the illustrious of Greece. 
Above, on the north side, was the ruggei eminence of 
the Areopagus, and high towering above all, towards 
the east, stood the great Acropolis—the crown and glory 
of Athens—which closed along perspective of glittering 
shrines and sanctuaries with the graceful temple of “Un- 
winged Victory.” On every side were marble altars, sub- 
lime statuary and stately porticoes. There, in that vast 


deal of | pile of splendour, every god had his altar, every hero 


a statue raised to his honour; and, as though the 
imagination on the Athenians knew no bounds, they 
even deified the passions, and raised altars to Fame, 
Molesty, Energy, and Pity, to the last of which they 
alone, of all the Greeks, paid divine honours. The spirit 
ot excellence, the love of the beautifu', the veneration of 
the past, which characterised the whole city of Athens, 
was concentrated in the Acropolis. It was one un- 
rivalled composition of sculptured grandeur. Never 
were so many triumphs of art and forms of beauty ga- 
thered together in so small a space; but the most 
glorious of all those graceful structures was the temple 
of the Parthenon, erected at the proudest period of Gre- 
cian history, in honour of Minerva. In front of the 
temple stood a colossal statue of that goddess, formed 
from the brazen spoils of the battle of Marathon. Armed 
with glittering spear, shield, and helmet, it stood forth 
in gigantic proportions, the tutelar divinity of Athens. 
In the year 65, the period to which this story re- 
lates, this sublime city lay shrouded in the ethereal mist 
of asummer’s eve. Her classic temples glittered in 
the yellow light ofthe declining sun. Stately gardens, 
rich in the poetry of nature, breathed their sweet per- 
fume amid the palacesof art. Here and there, a grace- 
ful fountain threw up its crystal waters, refreshing the 
sight, and cooling the atmosphere with showers of spark- 
ling spray. Groups of gay citizens, in their picturesque 
and varied costumes, sauntered about the groves of the 
Agora, inquiring and discussing the news of the day 
with all the ardour of that imaginative people—for 
curiosity was one of the prevailing characteristics of the 
Greeks. Grave philosophers paced slowly up and down 
the most retired walks, and talked together of their 
country’s tottering state; for, in its gradual decline 
they already beheld its final fall. They spoke of Rome, 
which had fashioned its uncouth form on the model 
of ancient Greece, and thence drawn all its rich 
treasures of art, science, and learning. The pigmy had 
grown into a giaut, whose mailed tread echoed through 
the world, while kings and emperors stood aghast at its 
daring deeds. No conquest was too smallforit to wn- 
dertake, nor too great for it to accomplish. Its iron 
hand had already stretched far over land and over 
ocean, grasping at petty a and princely king- 
doms, disdaining not to fix its eagle gripe upon sea- 
girt Britain, with its painted populace of barbarians and- 
slaves. Iiven elegant and graceful Athens was pros- 
trate at the foot of this En upstart. What could 
escape that mighty power which, like a whirlwind of 
clashing steel, swept over the whole earth? Would 
the time never come whon Athens should be redeemed, 
and her maidens once more wearthe golden grasshop- 
pers in their hair, the emblem of their superiority over 
all the daughters of the world ? Thus they conversed 
together, eer ye hopes and fears one to another. 
Some suggested that the = were offended, because 
their temples had been left unre since the ravages 
of Sylla, who had torn the ri from their sacred, 
altars, and turned them into bribes for the Roman sol- 
diers—others proposed that fresh altars should be raised 
rich jewels cast upon their shrines, and extra devotions 
paid to their honour.

but the facts speak for themselves. There is little 
doubt but that many of the obscure chronic and dys- 
peptic complaints now so prevalent are due to the sys- 
tematic adulteration of articles of food with unwhole- 
some or slowly poisonous materials. Thisis difficult to 
trace, so it generally passes unheeded, but, when igno- 
rance or knavishness risks our summary dismissal to 
our last account with a lozenge or a bun, a signal ex- 
ample should be made of the culprits. Private indivi- 
duals, however, can hardly devote time and trouble, as 
well as a considerable outlay, to the getting up a prose- 
cution. <A public health officer, armed with powers for 
the detection and prosecution of such offenders, is im- 
peratively demanded in large towns. 

One word as to the position of druggists (the addition 
of “ chemist” is, in most cases, a ridiculous misnomer). 
The partial failure of the late Mr. Jacob Bell’s Phar- 
macy Bill bas, unfortunately, left education still an op- 
tional matter with them, which is the case in no other 
country in Europe. ‘Those who pass a voluntary ex- 
aniination are entitled to style themselves “ pharmaceu-, 
tical chemists.” This is not so fully understood by tl 
public as itought to be. All should support those’ 
bearing this honourable title, as it is the only guarantee

Specimens of the various 
loopholes might be shown, whether formed of sandbags, 
stones, or logs;- rifle pits might be made; and the more 
common obstacles used to impede the approach of an 
enemy, and to keep him under the fire of the defenders 
of a post, might be exhibited; in short, a slight course of 
field-works could be obtained at no great expense, and 
with no higher instruction than could be procured from 
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a pensioned sergeant of the Royal Engineefg “Aga

Steam Hamer ror Woorwicn Anesrnar.—For 
some time past a steam hammer, intended to be em- 
ployed in the forging of Armstrong guns in Woolwich 
Arsenal, has been in course of construction on the 
works of Messrs. R. Morrison and Co., Ouseburn. 
The apparatus, which is on the principal of the well- 
known patent possessed by the Messrs. Morrison, will 
be one of immense power. The hammer bar and face 
weigh four tons, and the cylinder in which this bar 
works with its glands within a a few hundredweight of 
six tons. The cylinder is supported on two frames— 
each of nine tons—and each of these again rests on a 
bed-plate of the same weight. Through these bed-plates 
projects the anvil, which is a mass of wrouglit iron, 
faced with steel, and embedded in an immense block of 
cast iron, weighing upwards of 21 tons. In the manage- 
ment of the hammer great perfection has been attained. 
The stroke can be given with a force exactly correspond- 
ing with the weight of the hammer ; while, on the one 

hand, this force can be diminished at pleasure ; or, on the 
other, greatly increased by the application of the propel- 
iing steam above or below the piston.’
